1. Per our last conversation, I checkec owt with Pps /or (the travel 
po i the applicability of the new constructive eost provision 
in as it will pertain in the inmetant case at the time of Subject's 
retirenent. (See my note en’ their suggested Language .) 


2. I have learned frou Wi Personnel that ub ject 
last documented his place of t residence in the R % D Report, dated 
1967, as Se rR presumably would be his Permanent 
Place of Residence under the new definition unless he were able to offer 


evidence to the contrary pursuant to the new definition >f Permanent Place 


3. I agreed with the fice of Finance, prior to its formilatiscn of 
suggeated dispatch language, that wa wught to give the field datails of 
the new provisions which will govern this case. I also balieve we should 
apprise Subject of what his alternatives are under the new regulation -- 
no more or lesa than others will be told when the regulation is publishec. 
Thus, I would acd the following suggeated language to the proposed Office 
of Finance language: 25X9A5

sions or Puerto Rico (e.g., El Pas: in his case in lien of retiring 
overseas and traveling directly to another city abroad) ."

5. Recommend you also show to the Deputy Director of Personnel since 
the material developed here is an interpretation of how constructive costs 
to a Permanent Place of Residence showld be construec in the future anc 
also acknowledge: the right 2° an employee now overseas to submit a recuest 
for establishment of a Permanent Place >.
